for, they are things that have xs ſenſe, that have x0 motion, as by, or 
6f themlelves: they have' not a capacity of inſtruf@ion ; therefore 
they cannot teach ; they are not things wherewichall co inftru the 
:1nd 1n the worſhip of God; or as co it, which is a {iving thing 3 
not fleſh and blegd, though it be.in fleſh and blood, and ads it, and 
is (viz. the ſpirit that 1s 1n 197) the ground of ſeuſe and feeling ; or 
that which makes max ſenſible or to feel.

Feurthly, No man ever bated his ewn fleſh : What more unnataral? 
What mere barbarous ? A4!/ Nations he made of one Blood to dwell 
upon all the face of the Earth , and appointed them the bounds of their 
Habtation, if happily they might ſeek after God, and find bim; for 
ke is not far from any of us ; for in him we live, move, and have our 
being, (then he i« neer indeed,) and as ſome of your own: Poets baue 
ſaid ; fer we are by Offfpring,ſaid Par! to the men of- Athens, As 17% 
Now then, to whip, and to ſcourge, to fixe and impriſen, to ſell for *© 
brndmen and bendwomen, to-baniſh and to put to death for Religion, 
for Conſcience, for the worſhip of God,who-hath made al! men on the 
face of the Earth cf exe blood, and appointed them the Bound of 
their Habijtation; that which /imits the Rovings of their mind, if 
happily they might ſeek after God, and feel, and find'bim, who hath 
put a/7 men into 147 ſtate for that purpoſe ; for theſe to remove out 
of Conntries and Nations thole who were made of the ſame blood 
with them about Religion, What more hateful? What more nu1natu- 
ral £ He that loveth not his. brother whom he:þath ſeen, bow can he 
"2 | love- 


love God whom he hath not few? hovever hateth his brother is a mut= 
derer, and ye know that no murderer hath cternal life dwelling in 
him, 1 John 4.20. 3 15. And doth not he hate bzx brother who was 
made of the ſame blood, and hath the ſame bound ſet for hx Habi- 
tation, * that he might ſeek after God, viz. That which limits, that + 
which checks, that which Reproves, that which ſtews the way to God; 
that puts him to death, cruelly afflits,diſtreſſes,and baniſhes him,rhat 
makes hz life a /rving burial for his Conſcience, who ſtands in the 
ſame capacity himſelf as to God,and need of him how to worſhip hint? 
And are not Heters-in the Catalogue of thoſe, of whom Paul ſaith, 
That though that of: God which was to be known was manifeſt in them, 
yet becauſe they liked not to Retain bim in their knowledge, he gave _ 
them over to 4 Reprobate mind, to do thoſe things which are not conve- 

nient ; Haters (faith he, Rom. 2. 19, 27, 30.) being filled with all 
wnrighteouſneſſe, fornication, wickedneſſe, covetorſneſſe, maliciouſneſs 3 
full of envy, murder, debate, deceit, malignity, whiſper #s,backbiters, 

baters of God, '&ec. The very mark of the Father of perdition, and 

the Name by which ſuch are known as are bi Children. 

Fifthly, The more any doe to others that which they would-not 
have done unto themſelves, the wore unnatural are they, (as hath 
been ſaid.) For this, Therefore all things, whatſoever yewould men 
ſhould do unto you, do ye even theſame-unto them, is grounded upon 
#ature, becauſe al! men are of one ſtock and root, though: they are 
many ; many.members of oxe body (as they are mexnQeriving their 
Offspring from the Father cf them all, and fo as the members of the 
body natural ſeeks the mutual benefit and advantage to each other; 
and.fo doth unto each other, as It would be done unto, ſothould 
»an; Forlo it is in the body natural,which teacheth max who liveth ' 
in the body, and there is no ſchiſme in the Body where one ſpirit is IN 
All, arid.gaides all, and Jeads each member to the benefit of each 0- 
ther; and if eye member ſuffer the reſt. ſuffer with it ; and if one 
member is exalted the reſt are glad; becauſe they are in a Commu- 
_#ity, in oze common benefic, of oxe ſpirit, or oze ſpirit it is that is 
ix, and guides them all. Now the bedy is not exe, but many meme 
bers; and where this 1s not ſo, or where 0ze member 1s hyrtz#g, or 
deſtroying the other this 1s not natural + Another ſpirit rules then 
that of the bodze,by which all are preſerved ; and whichin all, ſeeks 
the.good of al, and makes a//to ſeek the good of oxe another. as they 
are members of oxe another, as of zts own ſelf, becauſe it is not zts 
own. but the hodzes 3 members of the body, and of oxe another. 
Now. to whip, devour, beat, priſon, ſtock,, ſtarve, chain, baniſ1,con 
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; 250 ſcate, put to death; to exerciſe cruelties to exeh other, in things 


wherein excb one is concerned equally as axother ; and not ove a- 
bove another, and no one over another, brit all alike, as to their de- 
pendency on anther in whom is their breath; and as to the wor- 
jip of bim without whom they can du nothing, and who requires of 
all men to be guided by h:m,eſpecially as tohir worſhip,unto whom 
'all muſt account ; when they would not be done ſo to themſelves, 
What doth this argue but an unnaturalneſſe of ſpirit ? that is to ſay, 
ſomething a&ing them which is neither the ſpirit of the body natural, 
which ſecks to preſerve, and is tender of its own, nor of the ſpiritual 
. which hath regard to the #«tural, in which it 1s, and by which it is 
preſerved | And what is that ſpirit which is contrary to theſe, that 
Rends, that Devours,that is Cruel, that is Vnmerciful # Would ye be 
done (o to your lelves ye that perſecate another for his Conſcience as 
ge doeto him whom ye perſecute? would ye be compell'd co be of 
the Religion of him whom ye leek to _— to your Religion? I ſpeak 
to ſuch as make conſcience of Religion. Would ye have your Conſci- 
ence ſtrained who firain anethers * No by no means I have heard 
many ſay. But why then do ye that unto others which ye would not 
have doneunto your ſelves ? |s this natural ? -Is this ingenuous ? Is 
this equal ? Come to conlideration, make another mans Cafe your 
own ; would ye be fo whipt, fock't, impriſon'd, mocks, fin'd, baniſh't, 
put to death 2 Put your ſelves in another mans ſtead; and then cell 
we what you would have done unto your (elves, and proportion his 
ſuffrings according to what z0u wonld have on your own backs,and 
whether in cauſing hm: to ſuffer ye do not make your ſelves to ſuffer, 
when ze feel the ſtripes ye give unto another on your (elves ; and 
whether in harting hint you do not hurt your ſelves; for be is a mem- 
ber of you as to the body natural? And is this xatural ? 

Sixthly, The more any man (ſwerves from that which ſhould guide 
hiv, and is out of the way,the more need he hath of pitie,and gentle 
dealing to bring him into the wayiagain, not of knocking him in the 
head, that's unnatural, It was the Samaritan that was the mans 
Neighbour, who finding b; ſtript of bz Rayment, and wounded, 
(for he. was fallen awong Thieves ashe was going down from Feru- 
ſalem to Fericho)Y and lying in the way half dead (for lo the Thieves 
left bim,) I fay it was the good Samaritan that powred B me and 
Oi! into hi wounds, and _ him upon b# beaſt, and carried him to 
che In, and took care of bim, and gave Two pence tothe Hoff on 
 -he Morrow when be departed, and faid, when 1 come again 7 will 
© repay thee whatloeyer thox ſhalt lay out wore; But it was the Pre

and the Levite, that came axF hots on bim,and paſſed by on this 
fide and on that, yet helped him nor, Lrke ro. 30. to the 38; Go thou 
and do ſo likewiſe (ſaid Chrit to the Lawyer who /tv0d up, and tem- 
youu him, ſaying, Mafter what ſhall T do to inherit Eternal liſe ? and 
eng willing to juſtifie bimſelf,after Feſus had ſaid in Anſwer to him, 
what 4 written in the law ? how readeſt thou ? and be had anſwered, 
thou fralt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy 
ftrength, and with all thy mind, and thy Neighboar as thy ſelf; and he 
was anſwered again, Thou baſt anſwered right,This do,and thou ſhalt 
live. And who # my Neighbour (aid be)) which now of theſe Three

ner of ſpirit they were of, and ſo Chrift told them, Luke 9.55456, And' 
whith of you having an Oxe, or an Aſſe fallen into a pit, and will not 
fraightway pull him out on the Sabbath day,Luk. 14-5.be doth got ſay 
knock him in the bead,but pull him out,and that /traightway,yea,on- 
the Sabbath day, even an Oxe,or an Aſſe fallen into a pit, Mark 3.4. 
Now, Doth God take care of Oxen ? (for it « written'in the law” 
of Moſes,thou ſhalt not muzzle the mouth of the Oxe that treadeth out 
the Corn,) Or,ſaith be it altogether for our ſakes ? For our ſakes no- 
doubt it s written, that he that ploweth may-plow in'hope; and he 
that threſheth in hope ſhonld be partaker of his hope, 1Cor. 9.10. And

Are 
ot two ſparrows ſold for a farthing,.and one of them ſhall not fall to 
the ground without your Father.

Fear ye not therefore, ye are of more value then many 
ſparrows,Matth. 28. 29, 30, 31, And make ſtrait paths for your feet, 
leſt that which is [ame be turn'd out of the way,but rather {ct it be hea 
led, (this is natural, Heb. 12. 13. And Brethren, if any man be 6 
vertaken with a fault,ye who are ſpiritual rejtore ſuch a one with the 
ſpirit of meekneſſe, couſidering thy ſelf, left thou alſo be tempted ; and 
bear ye one anothers burdens (this is natural,) not lay burdens upon 
one another, and ſo fulfill the law of Ghriſft,Gal.6,1,2« And in meek- 
neſs inſtructing them that oppoſethbemſelves, if God peradventure will 
give them Repentance to the acknowledging of the Truth,and that they 
may recover themſelves, (not kuock them in further) out of the ſnare 
of the Divel, not ſend them to the}JDivel) who are taken Captives by 
him at his wil, 2 Tim. 2. 15. And, holding faſt the faithful word 4 
be hath beentaught, that he may be able with ſound Dofrine, (not 
with coercive Laws and Clubs) both to Exhort and Convince the gain- 
ſayers.

9.to the 19. and he handled not the J/ord of God 
deceitfully) But by manifeſtation of the Truth (not by Declaratin» 
of Laws and Arms) commendzing our ſelves ((aid he) to ever; mans 
Conſcience in the ſight of God, And we then as workers together with 
biz, (with Ged,not with 4rms,) Beſeech ye alſo (ſaith be, 2 Cor. 6. 
1. tothe 11.) This was ngtural; a natural Father aceording to the 
ſpirit, to bz natural Childngn : To Timothy mine own Sox in the 
; Fr Faith ; 


Faith; 7 have no man like minded who will [naturally] care for your 


ſtate : for all ſcek their own, , not the things which are. Jeſus Chrifs. 
But. ye know the proof of him, that as a ſon with a father he hath ſer- 
wed with me in the Goel, 1 Tim. 1. 2. Phil. 2. 19, 20, 21, 22. And 
we beſeech you alſo (ſaith he) that ye receive not the grace of God in 
v&in ; for beſaith, T have heard thee in a time accepted, and in the 
Yay of ſalvation have Iſucconred (not deftroyed) thee.

doe and ſuffer) in much patience, $: affliftions, in neceſſities, in

what Vnnaturatneſs is there in this ? in force, to the things appertaining

Eightly, The things of the Kingdome of Ged are ſpiritually diſcernen, 


The Natural Man receiveth not the things of the ſpirit of God,for they are\ 
fooliſhneſs unte him, neither can he knaw them, for they are ſpiritually dif- \ 


cerned, 1 Cor,2.14. And no man can ſay that Feſus is the Lord, but by the 


Holy Gboſ?, 1. Cor. 12.3. And «ll things are delivered me of my Father,and .

10 man knoweth the Son but the Father,neither knoweth any man the Father 
but the Son, and he to whomſeever the Son will reveal him, Mat.1 1.27.
